to such a state of fineness that they 
readily pass out of the washing ma- 
chin'? along: >vith the waste, water. 
This material is composed largely of 
the hard, glazed covering commonly 
observed on all straw stalks, and, as 
it contains a high proportion of silica, 
it is extremely difficult to treat or to 
utilize in a satisfactory manner, la 
addition to the straw particles there 
are varying quantities of waste lime 
ami a fairly high proportion of ox 
tractive matter. 


This waste mingles with other or- 


ganic matter In a stream, and as a re- 
sult there is produced a foul, recking 
mass*, which absolutely destroys fish 
life, ruins for agricultural 
purposes

erty. 


The United States Geological Sur- 


vey has succeeded In. enlisting the co- 
operation of several eminent authori- 
ties in the work of discovering the 
most practical and economical means 
of purifying straw board waste.
